Marconi hays AMiea Are Certain of 
Ultimata Victory 

Upon bla return u> London from a 
mouth s trip to Italy and etoowhere 
on the continent, Ouf Uolmo Marconi, 
inventor of wlrelaoa telegraphy, and 
now a aeooad lieutenant In the Italian 
army, replying to a question by the 
correspondent, expressed belief that 
there waa no likelihood of the war be¬ 
ing finished within another year. 

While Germany eeemed ready to 
man* peace now. be said. the alllea 
were bound to ignore any auch over 
turn, for the reaeon that Germany waa 
not Inclined to agree to any lerma 
that would be acceptable 

‘'The plain fact." he aaid. “la that 
Germany, or a majority of the Oer- 
man people, are tired of the ala tighter 
of men, weary of the etruggfe that 
seems to have no end in tight While 
that la the prevailing feeling In Ger¬ 
many, It will eh I ft to one of bitter re¬ 
volt to eee the war on when nil of 
Oermany realizee that the alllea are 
Intent on beating Oermany and that 
the alllee will not accept any half-way 
pea c e terme.

Sister Associations 

After the very definite, almost em¬ 
phatic statement of the prime mlnls> 
ter, at Be John. N.R. on October 20 
no further money should ba diverted 
from the Patriotic Fund by wall mean¬ 
ing but rather thoughtless people who 
claim that the equipment of Canadian 
lorcea la lnauffctenL Blr Hobart has 
made It vary plain that the tovera 
moot la fully prepared to make every 
neoeeaary provision for guns, muni¬ 
tions and be appeals to the generos¬ 
ity of the public only oo behalf of the 
Canadian Patriotlo Fund, the Red 
Cross Society and sorter associations.

Adjusting the Creg to the Asneunt of 
Live fitock Kept on the Farm 

A proper relation between the 
amount of Live stuck kept on the farm 
and the nuuuier of acres of crops 
grown should always be maiauint-u 
Our Bret aim aa tanner- meat be to 
grow crops at lass coal than they 
will sell on the market, and then 
we should feed them on the farm sc 
aa to realize two profits. 

The farmer wno raises moat of bla 
own feed la In a much bettor pool 
uon to feed hogs, cattle or any other 
class of stock, than the man who bas 
to purchase ail his feed. The farmer 
who grows all hia own feed may not 
get any mors than market price# for 
the grain or other produce consumed 
by the stock, and may still have a 
fair profit through soiling hia pro 
duce at market prices la the form 
of the finished product; but the man 
who buys hia feed can have for pro 
fit only what he obtains la access , 
of the market value of the feed# con¬ 
sumed by the stock. Thus the farm 
or who grows his feed has two sources 
of profit, namely, the grower's profit, 
or the profit obtained by selling his 
produce at market price; together 
with the feeder's profit or what he 
obtains for hia produce in esoeaa of 
market price by selling R In the form 
of pork. beef, mutton, milk, ec. The 
man who has to buy all the produce 
w ,tch be feeds hia stock can have 
only the feeders profit, and under un¬ 
favorable conditions this profit may 
he so small that It-will scarcely pay 
for the labor Involved. 

The fanner in planning out hia 
work for next season must do a little 
reasoning. He may find that he needs 
400 bushels of oats, but with hia 
aystam of farming he may have a 
field that will yield the necessary 
oats which will be worth $110 On 
tha other hand, this same field If | 
planted to potatoes will yield 1.200 
bushels which will sell for 9700 If 
be had the extra time necessary to 
grow thta crop he would figure then 
that It would pay him to grow the | 
potatoes, and buy the 9190 worth of 
grain, which would establish tha cor¬ 
rect relation. 

The problem or regulating the 
number of animals kept on the farm 
to the amount of food crops produced, 
is less difficult where a regular sys¬ 
tem of crop growing Is practiced and | 
one has plenty of silo room to Insure 
against drouth and n partial failure 
of the hay crop. Of ooursa. there 
may come years when the supply of 
roughage may be somewhat reduced, 
but then la a good time to dispose 
of some of the leas profitable ani-

Cigar Destroy* Zeppelin 


Carolineneee of Workman Results In 
Loss of One of Germany's Big 
Airships 

Disaster swift and complete has 
overtaken one of the largest and most 
elaborately equipped Zeppelins. 

The vessel concerned was the Zll. 
and the disaster, which resulted in 
two men being killed and eight in¬ 
jured, occurred at Tendern. Weal 
bcnieewig The explosion occurred 
when German soldiers were engaged 
lu pumping gas or air Into the Zep¬ 
pelin. which bad only recently arriv¬ 
ed, and bad been installed In a shed. 

They bad not quite finished when 
a violent explosion occurred. The 
Zeppelin caught fire, and was entire¬ 
ly destroyed. The roof of the shed 
was blown off, and all the windows 
were destroyed. 

The Z18 had only done a single 
trip westward over the Island of Bylt 
be.ure it was uestrovou ihe auoj 
bousing the airship had only just 
been completed before the disaster 
occurred, e tew alterations being re¬ 
quired on the roof, wrhtre plaftorma 
originally fixed for anti-aircraft guns 
were being moved aside In accord¬ 
ance with a new scheme and placed 
on the ground at the four comers of 
the huge shall, which occupies nearly 
an sere. 

A number of marines assisted the 
workmen In getting the roof ready, 
and. despite stringent orders to the 
contrary, several men smoked cigars 
It Is reported that one man dropped a 
burning cigar on the lop of the en¬ 
velope of the airship, resulting In an 
Immediate explosion, which killed or 
Injured ten men. The loss of the Zep¬

Entry by proxy may be made at any 
Dominion Land* Agency (but not Hub- 
Agency), on oerUin condition*. 

Dune*—dix months residence upon 
sod cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homo*leader may live 
within nine mile* of bis homestead oo a 
firm of at least HD scree, oo certain eon 
onion* A habitable bouse is required 
noept when residence ia performed ia 
tba vicinity. 

In certain distneta a homesteader in 
good standing may preempt a quarter 
■ectioo alongside his homestead. Price 
•3 00 per acre.

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Our Returned Soldiers 

The Week of the Canadian Patriotic 
Fund and the goldiera* 
Commission 

The astabHahmeot of the Soldiers' 
Aid Commission for Ootarto. of which 
the secretary is Mr. C. N. Cochrans. 
Parliament Build Inga Toronto, Is the 
first result of the report recently le¬ 
aned by the hospitals commie*Ion. 
aad the forerunner of others. 

The eare of the soldier who has 
returned to Canada, mutilated or 
weakeoed aa a result of active ser¬ 
vice, le the prime duty of Canadians. 
For some months the Canadian Pat¬ 
riotic Fund haa been endeavoring to 
ensure Chat the mea already back 
from Europe should suffer no want. 
This work has been voluntarily un¬ 
dertaken by local committees of the 
fund, although In moot Instances their 
time Is fully occupied with the task 
of making provision tor the families 
of Bokhara. 

Bach soldier Is Interviewed at Que¬ 
bec by a representative of the Fund 
and a confidential report seat by the 
latter to the patriotic committee of 
the town to which the soldier Is go¬ 
ing. This serves the twofold purpose 
of protecting the fund against the 
g ree d y or unscrupulous and of giving 
the local committee Information that 
Is helpful Is finding employment for 
the deserving. Not every man who 
returns to Canada wearing His Ma> 
esty's uniform Is included la the lat¬ 
ter category, but the great majority 
have done their duty In the fullest 
degree. To the latter It has been the 
privilege of the fund to present s 
small badge bearing the words, “For 
service at the front." The men who 
are wearing these badges are the 
worthiest citizens that we can ac¬ 
knowledge. lJke chanty, that badge 
should be allowed to covers multitude 
of sins 

The work that the Canadian Pat¬ 
riotic Fund can do for returned sold¬ 
iers, however. Is limited by set of par 
1 l ament, aad It has been specifically 
enacted that no seals lance can be 
gives by tbs fund to "any person who 
Is In receipt of say crstnUy, pension 
or allowance paid by Hta Majesty or 
by any foreign government In oonse- 
queoce of Incapacity or death occur 
ring as atoresaM." Partly on this 
account and largely because the pen¬ 
sions aad gratuities paid to I neaps cl 
taied mea are oft-times admittedly in¬ 
adequate. It has been necessary to 
establish a hospitals commission ai*d 
disablement fund. The officials or 
the latter, la their report to the fed¬ 
eral government, recommended among 
other measures, that provincial com 
missions be formed for the purpose 
of supplementing these pensions eith¬ 
er by monetary grants or by free 
training In various trades. The Sold 
Mrs* aid commission of Ontario, as 
we bsve said a bo vs. Is the first step 
In this direction. A ir esdy it hss an 
noaarsd Its intention of mobilising 
the manufacturers of Ontario and we 
do not doubt that the process will be 
facilitated by the manufacturers 
themselves Others also will be asked 
to lend their ski In discharging s 
great astlonsl duty and there Is svery 
prospect that In Canada at least the 
traditional tragedy of the returned 
soldier will have no place. 


Prohibition in Russia 


Sobriety Is Working Wonders In the 
Land of the Cssr 

Writing of the rscult of prohibition 
In Huasia Mr. Waclaw CssrnlewekL 
wrlioj in a British paper, from his 
own experiences as follows; 

The Hubs tan empire, the least edu¬ 
cated sod least olvliixed amongst 
the entente powers, first set sa ex¬ 
ample In restricting the sale of drink. 

U Is worth noticing that lbs enure 
prohibition of alcohol In Huasia did 
not meet with any resistance, or even 
any serious protest from the peo¬ 
ple It Is true that the liberty of the 
Russian press aud the liberty of the 
expression of opinion in Huasia can¬ 
not be compared with those of Eng 
land. 

In spite of this, however, recent 
Russian history gives ample ex 
ample# of protests on various oc¬ 
casions from the people against gov¬ 
ernment policy The abolition of 
monopoly, and even the prohibition, 
have met with the approval of the 
whole Russian nation. w Tbe peas 
antry, the working classes, and even 
the well-to-do classes are blessing 
the decision of the Tsar. 

The enormous difficulties of obtain 
log liquors produce their due result 
The nation as a whole Is compelled 
to he sober. The number of crimin¬ 
als. and even the total of diseases, 
instantly diminished to a great ex 
tent. 

The peasantry. Indeed the whole 
nation, is more aaa more prosperous. 
National feelings sad aspirations 
grow ever deeper. The beneficent 
result of eobrlet,- In Russia Is par¬ 
ticularly noticeable la the Russian 
army. Again and again I heard 
from Russian officers In the firing 
line the opinion that the Russian 
soldier Is s mutt' harder fighter than 
the German because he is always 
sober, his energy la not kept up arti¬ 
ficially, aad. consequently. It lasts 
longer than la the case of the Ger¬ 
mans. 

1 can state on my own personal 
investigations in Galicia that by the 
Russian army la Its advance aad re¬ 
treat nd atrocities have been com¬ 
mitted. although the German and 
Austrian press accused the RusslaA 
army of such misdemeanors. 

It is quite possible that, wht-o s 
million men are fighting, lnstanoee 
of theft aad unjust verdicts on sus¬ 
pected spies may occur, but such 
events are extremely rare. And this 
attitude of the army can again be 
attributed to the sobriety of the sold 
lsrs.

Soldiers In Trenches Seek Informa¬ 
tion About Possibilities of This 
Country 

A London correspondent of the 
Free Press writes: "One result of 
the fraternising in the trenches of 
Canadian soldiers with those of 
France and Belgium, la Illustrated 
in letters received at the Canadian of¬ 
fices In London Large numbers of 
trench and Belgium soldiers appear 
to have bad their Interest in the 
Dominion excited to the extant of 
writing to* lx»Ddon for literature de¬ 
ls of Its opportunities and 
activities. That their action has 
been prompted by conversations 
with the Canadian boys in aufftc- 
Isntly Indicated by the fact that each 
man mskss an express request to 
be Informed about a particular 
province Than one writes for de¬ 
tails concerning British Columbia's 
fruit industry, another requires books 
on the wheat growing arena of the 
prairie provlnoea; a third about the 
mining districts of Ontario, and others 
about lumbering, fishing and stock- 
raising. It does not require much in¬ 
sight to guess that some ardent Brit¬ 
ish Columbian has discoursed about« 
the advantages of his province, and 
that the men from Manitoba and On¬ 
tario have been no less active in im¬ 
parting information. Frequently 
Canadians themselves write asking 
for books to be forwarded to a French 
or Belgian soldier On the other 
hand, some of the Canadians In Eng¬ 
land to whom the writer baa spoken, 
having looked on tbls Island land and 
found It good, express toe determine 
tion to et-tabllah themselves In this 
country after the war Similarly. It 
is to be expected that some Canad¬ 
ians will find attract ions on the other 
side of the channel and stay to make 
g home ia the land In which they have 
fought so valiantly. That there will 
be a great exchange among the men 
of nil nationalities seems to be with¬ 
out doubt. 

Canada, however, bolds the field 
among the majority, and all eyes 
are turned to the great Dominion. 
The commitments for which Can¬ 
ada has made herself responsible and 
the determination voiced In tha 
speeches of her prominent men on 
both sides of the ocean, have opentd 
the eyes of even well Informed peo 
pie who thought they bad the measure 
of Canada's power to aid the mother¬ 
land. Not the least of these revealing 
factors has been the splendid suocess 
of the Canadian war loan —Manitoba 
Free Pres*. 

Had Thrilling Experience 

The Notable Adventures of an On¬ 
tario Soldier Related In Letter 

Few soldiers have met with such 
adventures as befel Driver J. t,. 
Young, of tbe mechanical transport 
department. Army Service Corps, who 
before enlisting was a reetuent of 
Preston and chauffeur for A. N. W. 
Claire. In a letter received by Mr. 
Clare. Young says: 

“We left England on n transport for 
8aionlkl. Thirty six miles past Otb- 
r altar a submarine appeared and 
started shelling us. Then there was 
la terrible explcsion. We had been 
torpedoed 1 managed to gAt away 
in a boat with six holts la It. and by 
dint of bard baling kept afloat until 
we reached Morocco. We were cap¬ 
tured by Moors and held for two hun¬ 
dred pounds per heed ransom, which 
the Spanish government got reduced 
to ninety pounds per bead. After be¬ 
ing prisoners for twenty-eight days n 
Spanish gunboat took us to Albuoe- 
mas where we are Interned until the 
end of the war We had nine men 
killed and twelve wounded, but-1 am 
not eveo wounded.*'

U was impossible (o 
carry them on stretchers, but It was 
determined not to abandon them. The 
French still had six aeroplanes. They 
bad been exposed to rain and snow 
for two months, bat were etUl In 
working order. CoL Foamier placed 
on then# aeroplanes the sick men 
whose condition was most grave and 
seat them hJ air lo BeetarL 


Work of Bringing Force ufr to Half 
Million to Commence at Once 

Preparations are under way in tbe 
militia department to meet the In¬ 
creased demand upon the labors sod 
energise consequent upon the new 
year decision ol the government to 
increase the authorised number of the 
Canadian troops from a quarter of a 
million to half a million men. 

The task of bringing the Canadian 
forces to the large figure. It la realis¬ 
ed, Is a heavy one, but the minister 
of militia Is confident as always that 
it can be accomplished. 

The new authorisation. If consum¬ 
mated. will mean the recruiting of 
nearly 30 per cent of all male* of 
military age throughout the Do¬ 

minion It will also mean an annual 
expenditure of $600,000,000 on the 

baste of $1,000 per map. In uniform. 

This was the estimate) made by 8ir 
Thomas White, minister of finance, 
when the authorised number was two 
hundrOd and fifty thousand, mid 

when be declared that the expendi¬ 
ture for the coming fiscal year would 
approximate $260,000,000. It will not 
far exceed that amount 

ft is now more than probable that 
Canada will hdve two full army corps, 
consisting of four full divisions, on 
the firing line by the beginning of 
spring This will constitute n splen 
did representation for the Dominion. 

Preparations tor an axtanslvs ra- 
cruiUng campaign are now under 
way. Ntw regiments will shortly be 
wtithorlied tor the various cities, 
towns and rural districts throughout 
Canada. 

In addition to these the minister of 
militia declares that he has decided 
to raise several special regiments in¬ 
cluding two or more lodtaa regi¬ 
ments, n Metis regiment, n naturaliz¬ 
ed Japanese Canadian regiment and 
a colored regiment More attention 
will also be givetrto specialization in 
other directions. 

A new Irish regiment Is to be rateed 
In Toronto, while the minister has 
hinted that the hundreds of clergy 
who have applied for positions os 
chaplains be organised Into a regi¬ 
ment of fighting parsons for over 
seas service. 

Tribute to General Hughes 

US. Officer Declares the Canadian 
Army Deserves s Field Marshal 

A United States army officer who 
has been at the front and visited the 
Canadian soldiers, writes to a Mont¬ 
realer and expresses the opinion that 
General Sir Sam Hughes should be 
created a field marshal. The letter 
of the American officer la In part: 

"Canada has an army now any na¬ 
tion would be proud of. An army and 
n reputation, n well earned and hard 
won repustion that future genera 
lions of Canadians will be expected 
to cherish with pride and live up, to 
if they can. It is common knowledge, 
and Universally admitted by nil that 
the Germans would have reached 
Calais la^ April had It not been for 
tbe Canadians. 

"Was there a Canadian army before 
the war7 No, emphatically no There 
was a very good militia, but every sol¬ 
dier know# that a militiaman la only 
an embryo soldier. 

"Well, then, where did the present 
Canadian army come from? Sam 
Hughes made It; made It practically 
out of nothing. 

"Sam Hughes created the Canadian 
army. He. and he alone, deserves the 
credit. Canada has more men under 
arms today than tbe entire British 
expeditionary forces In the South 
African war. Yet there was a field 
marshal and a full general handling 
the British force in South Africa." 

Tbe writer believes that the Canad 
Ian army deserves a field marshal, 
and that Sir Sam Hughes, because of 
hla work In organising It deserves 
that honor.

Cultivation, that's where cleanliness 
comet In. We hsd a great crop last 
year. Wiseacres say pollenlsation 
wm perfect and there was no wind. 
Don’t you believe a word of It If the 
fields were ever tilled and cultlvsted 
properly they were last year. But In 
the field behind the agricultural col¬ 
lege here they have 26.3 bushel crops 
every year. If the farmer did ae the 
agricultural college does bis crop 
would be just as much a success year 
after year. Last year the land waa 
there and cultivation was there. 

"Weeds’ When the minister of 
agriculture said that the farmers 
were robbed of 126.000,000 this year 
by weeds, we realised tbit the alarm¬ 
ing fact was only too true, yet you are 
allowing this robbery to go on under 
your very feet Thing* that should be 
observed by you In tbe fight for weed 
extermination are: Fertility of your 
toll, moisture, room, horseflesh, hired 
help, twine, your threshing bill, tak¬ 
ing to market, freight, and your good 
name. Seager Wheeler gets more 
money out of his wheat on account of 
his reputation for cleanliness. No 
man In this country Is farming proper¬ 
ly who has no wife. Wives, as good 
housekeeper*, keep tbe home clean 
and Implre the man to do likewise In 
his crop. Never stop fighting mgalnst I 
weeds 

"Your alms' What are pour alma? 
Your farm la not a place solely In 
which to make money It la a place 
foi*you to make a home and provide 
home oomforts for your wives and 
children. 

"Keep your ear to tbe ground and 
hear how much Is being said about 
education The three stages In pres 
ent day agricultural education are the 
rural school, ths colteglsts Institute 
snd the university. In order that the 
rural school may give a proper train¬ 
ing, teachers must be had These 
teachers come from the collegiate* or 
high schools. The collegiate teachers 
who teach the rural school teachers 
come from the university. I would 
like to see something mors practical 
In our educational system. The very 
things that our young men of twenty 
are being taught in ths agricultural 
colleges are what the Danish children 
rend la their primers 

"I never do nod never will consent 
that we are farming properly by con¬ 
fining ourselves to grain growing 
alone. Mixed farming, and more mix¬ 
ed (arming is the call you must 
hearken to. Of all the men on earth 
who are privileged you men are 
among the moat favored. In that yon 
have *t your feet unlimited possibili¬ 
ties for the pursuit of mixed farming. 
The silent partner of tbe farmer Is 
nature. It works all the year around 
with you and never flags. Teach 
your children to see the workings of 
nature in animal life- Tbe brood 
mare carrying her foal and the cow 
with calf are nature’! works snd 
should not be passed by. 

"Who is an edoonted man* Who 
la the best educated man? I read the 
other day an article In which It said 
that the man who made s specialty of 
agriculture might be as well educated 
as another professor Might he? He 
Is! The best educated man I have 
ever met and the one who waa the 
beat companion waa a man from the 
experimental farm at Ottawa, The 
weed and bog man,' the late James 
Fletcher. 

"Be good neighbors to voor farmer 
friends I would sooner nave It said 
of me that I waa a good neighbor than 
s rich man. Be n neighbor snd help 
your fellow worker You will be re¬ 
paid. If. during this address. 1 have 
given you anything to make you proud 
of pour homes, proud of being cltl 
sens of Saskatchewan, 1 am satis¬ 
fied."—Saskatoon Star. 

Newfoundlanders at Dardanelles 

"We went Into the trenches on 
Sunday night and came out again on 
Monday night,” writes a Newfound¬

opened fire. Harold ordered his men 
to lie down and consequently saved 
them all They were out five hours, 
hat got the trench completed."

Belgium Died for *11 Europe 

•tends Alee# Among All the Allloe In 
Demand For Compassion of tho 
World 

I "There are countless eases tor 
compassion among the bewildering 
and heartrending byproducts of Lhjs 
war," said Q. K. Chesterton recently, 
"but this is not a oase for compas¬ 
sion." 

Mr. Chesterton was discussing the 
plight of Belgium as a result of her 
Wole stand daring the first days ot 
the war. "This la a oase." he con 
tinned. "for that mere working mini 
mum of a sense of honor that makes 
us repay a poor man whs has advanc¬ 
ed his last penny to post a latter we 
bavo forgotten to stamp la thla ro- 
spect Belgium stands alone, and the 
claims even of other allies may well 
stand aside till she is paid to the ut¬ 
termost farthing." 

"There has been self-sacrifice every¬ 
where else, but It was the self-sacri¬ 
fice of individual*, each for his own 
country, the Serbian dying for Serbia, 
or the Italian tor Italy. But the Bel¬ 
gian did not merely die for Belgium. 
Beigium died for Europe. 

"If we even privately utter a mur¬ 
mur, or even privately grudge a penny 
for binding the wounds of so solitary 
and exceptional n martyr, we our¬ 
selves shall be something almost as 
solitary and exceptional." 

Mr. Chesterton's appeal la couched 
In mild terms as compared with what 
Is deserved by the widows and or 
phana of Belgium according to those 
who have recently returned from the 
desolate wastes and the ruined cities 
of the not long ago prosperous little 
country. One and all they are unani¬ 
mous in emphasising the debt that the 
Brillap empire owes Belgium. The 
scene! these returning people picture 
are in some Instances too terrible to 
describe even If words could describe 
them. 

The long queues outside the bread 
depots tell the story- The thinly clad, 
weeping women, endeavoring to ve 
brave through their tears, and the 
shivering. Ill-fed children clinging 10 
their eklrte—they tell Belgium's story. 
And this starvation and destitution is 
all because Belgium stood with her 
faoe to the enemy when that enemy 
threatened Britain. 

This and volume* more is the rea¬ 
son such an insistent appeal Is being 
made to the Belgian Relief Committee 
of Montreal. Wheat la the present 
salvation of starving Belgium. Wheat 
means both work and bread for these 
long lines of Belgian women and 
children and tor $2.60 one Belgian 
family can be hopt free from starva¬ 
tion a month. Belgium la starving 
and Canada Is tbe only part of tbe 
empre that can supply the wheat she 
needs. Unless Otis wheat Is seot by 
Canadian* as a part of the payment 
of Britain's debt of honor to Belgium 
thousands of women and children will 
die of starvation this winter 

Hones f«r Allied Annies 

Seven Thousand From Eastern Can¬ 
ada and Eleven Thousand From 
Woetern Canada 

One hundred and thirty thousand 
army horses arrived at tbe four To¬ 
ronto bone exchanges during the year 
1916 Of the 112.000 "warrtora” that 
came to West Toronto yards about 
106.000 wore brought through fro a 
western United Stales. The British 
and French governments therefore 
purchased in the neighborhood of I0r 
000 horses in Toronto, drawn from 
various parts of this country. Tbe 
Dominion government which through 
Its scents, purchased directly from 
owners, took 1$,000 horses. 7,000 from 
eastern Canada ano 11,000 from west¬ 
ern Canada. Of those bought la the 
east two-thirds came from Ontario 
Of the Utter 40 per cent, wort cav¬ 
alry. 40 per cent artillery sod 30 per 
cent, heavy transport horses. Of 
those purchased In the west 60 per 
cent, were cavalry. 26 per cent artil¬ 
lery and 26 per cent heavy transport 
horse*. 

The average price paid by the Can 
adlan government for horaes bought 
In the east waa $177. and. in the west 
$165. the difference being accounted 
for by the longer haul to seaboard 
and the fact that western horses bad 
many of them to be broken. The 
British government paid, on tbe aver¬ 
age. $160, while tbe French govern¬ 
ment, which sought lighter anlmaU 
of somewhat Inferior quality, paid 
$140.—Toronto Globe. 

Crop Prospect* For 1919* 

The outlook for the western grain 
crop of 1$1$ ia not as bright at the 
present time as was the prospect for 
1916 at this period last year. A very 
much smaller area of land hna been 
prepared for crop co far thla season 
than was prepared In the autumn of 
1914. In Saskatchewan, for Instance, 
which represents more than half of 
the grain area of the whole west, tbe 
total amount of Und prepared for the 
crop of 1916 Is estimated to be only 
4.604.691 acres, as compared with $.- 
084.674 acres a year ago. This great 
difference has been due first of all 
to Inclement weather during the aut¬ 
umn months of J916., which prevented 
farmers from threshing not to men 
tlon ploughing. The grain production 
of the past season and the feeling of 
uncertainty regarding the future con- ; 
dltton of the market* have also been 
factors In the mind of the agricultural 
west But It U too early yet to In 
dicate the probable area under crop 
In Western Canada for 1916 If the 
spring season opens early and favor ( 
ably a vast amount of ploughing and 
seeding may be done In the months 
of April and May.—Toronto Olobe

Caught In the Drag Net and Destroy¬ 
ed by the Contact With Its Own 

Weapon 

British trawlers in naval employ 
searching for mines In tbe North Bern, 
were at work Jus: at dawn one morn¬ 
ing reaping once more the myster 
loualy sown harvest, when the drag¬ 
ging tackle scooped in n mine which 
had certainly not been In that spot a 
few hours before, and which certainly 
bad not been laid by a vessel which 
could have bean seen on the faoe 
of the waters. 

It was a surprising "sweep" In 
that respect, but not the first of Its 
kind by any means What followed I 
was a much greater surprise. Tbe 
presence of n mine in the dragging 
gear bad Just been noticed, when 
the gear touched something else 
weighty and buiky. under the sea. 
Tbe surprised sweepers saw the ter¬ 
rific strain on the gsar, but only for 
a moment. 

There was no time to guess the 
nature of the second catch. A tre- 
meodous under water explosion 
hurled s mighty column of water in¬ 
to the nlr, nnd the little mine sweep¬ 
er shivered in the turmoil snd the 
shower. The hooked mine had been 
dragged Into contact with, snd had 
exploded, surely the father of all 
mines. 

Then the geyser subsided, the boll 
of the sea settled, and the facts were 
plain. Amidst n whirling scum of oil 
on the surface there floated for a 
little, articles of apparel and much 
debris from the Interior of a sub¬ 
marine The submarine mine-layer 
bad been mined at work.

"1 tell you." t~ld Mr. Rogers, “the 
prairie country la going to do Its 
■bare in saving Canada when tbe war 
is over. It Is helping mightily to save 
it *ud to savs tho empire right new. 
Our boys out there are volunteering 
with great eagerness nnd as the stat¬ 
istics show In n mo*, creditable pro¬ 
portion to population. Then they are 
the right kind of lads to make sold¬ 
iers They not only Itnow bow to 
ride nnd shoot, which makes them so 
valuable In the veldt war of South 
Africa, but they are accustomed to 
roughing It and enduring hardships 
snd generally living tbe outdoor life 
so necessary anywhere. 

"The boys out there are great little 
fighters. They are In this war to see 
It through. Just aa surely as the west- 
i ernera now are taking n big sbare in 
waging the war. the west will take a 
big share In protehribg Canada from 
the financial. Industrial ad commr- 
clal consequence* which the devasta¬ 
tion of war Is bound to let loose on all 
mankind. When the war stops It will 
be like a little fast express running 
into n granite cliff. The whole world 
will be rushing full speed ahead with 
war preparations Then suddenly they 
will not be wanted. Unless the great¬ 
est caution Is exercised there Is bound 
to be vast Industrial trouble, such as 
we will regret.

"The great pressing question for us

> rich prairies will come In. Out there 
! is where we must "dig In" to meet 
this last charge of the enemy We 
will have the prairies—by far the 
, most tempting magnet for Immigrat¬ 
ing people In tbe world. There will be 
nothing like them. And there will be 
a lot of migrating. Where will the 
European Immigrants go? Will they 
go to foreign isnde, lands where they 
will be lost forever for the Allies, or 
will they come over to Canada where 
they will be Under the British flag? 
That Is the vital question for Canada, 
for the empire, for the allies, for civ¬ 
ilisation. and the answer can be put 
in one word—preparation.'"

What 
ever way be said on (tie question, the 
fact remain* that over 7A per cent, uf 
the cowa of tbe state are termed Mas I 
purpose 1 by Uieir owner*. Tld* is not an 
argument, however, for the dukl pun»ore 
cow an being mors profitable than the 
dairy cow. It simply means that ti e 
majority of the farmer* of the state have 
preferred not to raian dairy bred cowa, 
and Uie reason for Una baa probably 
been that tbs majority of fanirera in 
Minneei4a have looked upon dairying as 
secondary to Uio chief Inwinean of their 
farming, namely, Uiat of grain 
raidng. 

With direct reference to profit per 
cow. it is a fact Uiat the fanner* who 
have kept dairy bred cowa have made 
more net p'ofit per cow then the fanner* 
who have kept dual-purpose cowa.
